In one of 


these resolutions Mr. Wolfe declares "tba^ 
arms, under the recent and present policy 
of the cabinet »t Washington, will never 
accomplish that desirable object," namely 
—restoration of the Union: it h under an- 
other policy, of another cabinet at Wash- 
ington Mr. Wolfe would go to work. 
The 


second resolution of Wolfe says : " Experi- 
ence baa taught tho costly and bloody les- 
son, that war alone is not the remedy for dis- 
union : " but a war, mind, for tho Union 
and not for the negro. The sixth resolu 
tion declares " that the state of Indiana, on 
account of her devotion to the Union and 
her geograpical position and commercial 
interest, never will consent to any settle- 
ment upon a basis of disunion, or a policy 
which shall separate her from "the states 
bordering on the' Mississippi river. 
Her 


highest interest demands the perpetuation 
of the Union ; and especially that the great 
Valley of the Mississippi, from its sources 
to its mouth, shall remain under one gov> 
ernment and one flag," which is precisely 
what Vallandigham says. 


What comfort ia all this ? Those people 


Tng"lo"Ss tnacthey will continue to make 
war until we submit—nay, that they, with 
their policy, are the only party which can 
make that war decisive, crushing and tri- 
umphant. Indiana's interest, indeed, " de- 
mands " that Mississippi shall be under the 
same government and same flag with herl 
And to compel that consummation, sho will 
scourge Mississippi with fire and sword. 
Are these our friends ? A plague on such 
backing. 


Of course we are pleased that the north- 


west sickens of the war ; but let us not de- 
ceive ourselves. It is not the Washington 
abolition policy which has brought them 
to this. It is their continued ill-success, 
and the dismal prospect before them. We 
do not deny that it is a wholesome frame 
of mind, but the Confederates, by their 
desperate resistance to that atrocious inva- 
sion, have produced the excellent symp- 
toms. If our energy were to slacken, or 
the tide of victory should turn against us, 
their rage against Lincoln would subside, 
their tenderness for us disappear. Is there 
any human being at the south who does 
not feel that those people of Indiana and 
Illinois, who are now swarming around 
Vicksburg and Nashville, intend, if possi- 
ble, 
to be rewarded with southern planta- 


tions, and to pay their war debt out of 
southern confiscations ? If they begin to 
bethink them now that the enterprise will 
not pay, to whom do we owe it ? To our 
army alone. To oar army alone, then, we 
would leave the whole task of dealing with 
the great northwest, for the present, and 
at point blank range. So long as they 
keep their troops upon our soil, the terms 
on which we stand with those states are 
terms of utter and mortal defiance. 


We do ardently wish that we could 


break down and finally explode this idea 
of looking to the Northwest. It is not un- 
common among ns ; it has its advocates 
among good and devoted citizens of the 
Confederacy. Yet it ia a blunder, akin to 
that other blunder which weakened and 
baffled us for twelve months—reliance up- 
on European friendship and intervention. 


It is victory over our enemies which 


alone will make us friends in Europe, and 
which is already gmrig rise'to sympathetic 
feelings in the breasts of some of our ene- 
mies themselves. 


Let us not check nascent sympathies bj- 


relaxing our military efforts, or by pressing 
overtures of friendship—they will take' 
those overtures as a sign of weakness and 
despair, and they will be right. They will 
say, how dare these rebels approach ns 
with their vile proposals? For whom do 
they take ns? 
And immediately would 


rise once more before their mind's eye, 
fresh and fair as 'ever, visions of the fertile 
vales of the South in loyal Yankee hands 
— Southern women for hand-maids I — 
Southern men for vassals 1 And their an- 
swer to our " overtures" would be fresh 
levies of the hungriest Hoosiers poured 
over Tennessee and down the Mississippi. 


Let ns respond, then, to the sympathies 


of the Northwest in the proper spirit—that 
is with the bayonet. These fond feelings, 
which, (they say,) are gushing arid flowing 
towards us now, let ns notrudely turn them 
back to their spring in the Hoosier heart, 
but rather open wide the source and quick- 
en the current, and swell the volume of 
their love, by the only means we have, ever 
used with success, namely—horae, foot, and 
especially artillery.

/•; It must be a source of great gratification 
to our people that our city is in a better 
condition than ever before to aid in the im- 
provementjbf our public grounds, and that 
Our common council seems disposed to ex- 
tend such aid, if the offer is taet by corres- 
ponding liberality on the part of our citi- 
zens. 


Thore certainly is no spot in the west 


presenting more beautiful natural features 
than the court house square, extending, a 
quarter of a mile back from Main street, 
and embracing ~in that dfstance every va- 
riety of surface, and ofi'ering a new pros- 
pect at every turn. It is a piece of ground 
to rejoice the heart of the landscape gar- 
dener.

The efforts of our citizens are invited^not 


to efface these beautiful natural features, 
but to take advantage of them, so that in a 
few years we may point the stranger to 
them as a chief object of our pride. It is 
proposed to pare clown the rugged edges 
of the ground along court street, and there 
construct a surface drain for the waters of 
the street, and those which may'flow to it 
from the grounds) by a drain to be con- 
structed in the "ravine above the old jail, 
while a street .will be graded on the south 
side Of the grounds,- anrl the earth femoved- 
in such grading will be lised for filling on 
tho grounds. The.grounds being properly 
prepared, it is further proposed to plant a 
liberal quantity and variety of trees the 
present. spring, and secure all by a stout 
fence around Ihe whole grounds. 


It certainly needs -no argument to urge 


our citizens not to let another year go by 
without putting, through this most desirable 
work. We cannot-plead poverty. Are we 
any poorer than our fathers and^grandfath- 
ers who planted those magnificent rows of 
elms and maples, the glory of tho eastern 
villages we left ? Possibly less enlightened 
than the present generation our sires and 
grandsires surrounded themselves with ob- 
j.ents for tha gratification of a cultivated 
taste.

is a matter personally, interesting to him-

FORT Doi'ELsox, Tenn., March C. 


We have changed our quarters again. 


Day before yesterday (the 4tb) at 4 o'clock 
p. m., Col. Lyon received orders by tele- 
graph from Gen. Bosecraus to move the 
.entire force from Forts Henry and Heimeu 
to Donelson. 
Col. Lowe, at the time, was 


at Sb. Louis, leaving Col. Lyon in com- 
mand. 
The order to evacuate the two 


forts was made for the reason that they 
were of no strategic importance at present- 
The forts, will be destroyed as soon as it is 
possible to do so by the falling of the riven 
it now being so high that they cannot be 
got at to demolish, except a new work a 
Heiman which will be leveled immediately 
The seige guns are to be brought aronni 
by Faducah. The general has expectei 
an attack here' from Van D.orn. He i 
now lying about 4.0 miles south with from 
8,000 to 12,000 men. 
Our force here con 


sists of the 5ih Iowa cavalry, 13th Wiseon 
sin (nine companieB),'71st Ohio, 83d Illi 
nois, and Capt. Stenbeck's and Flood's bat 
teries, with three seige guns—in all, 1,900 
men and 11 guns. We occupy o new fort. 
called Fort Donelson, in a very command 
ing position. The town of Dover and the 
old Fort Donelson are abandoned. On the 
4th, at half-past sis o'clock, we left our 
houses and cabins at Fort Henry, and re- 
turn to the regular camp. 
The best roac 


to Donelaon was 'a new one, but farther 
than by the old one, twenty milea. We 
arrived here at two o'clock yesterday morn 
ing, having a "moonlight night for our 
tramp. 
. 


We remained the longest time at Henry 


of any place since being in service—nearly 
five months—and have had the easiest time 
It was the only place where we had quar- 
ters, but I used a tent all the time, as I 
preferred it to a cabin.

:er has a tent for himself, and I have one, 
and keep the wagon-master and my detail 
ed man with me.

We have a good camp in the Fort, here. 


We have expected an attack from Van 
Oorn for some time. To-night our scoula 
jring tho report that he is at Charlotte, 28 
milea from here, with some 8000 men with 
artillery. We are not ia a very good con- 
dition for a fight just now, our entire force 
s 1,000 men, 8 field pieces and 2 seige 
guns, but our cavalry, 500 men, are all.at 
Fort Henry, also 200 of the 71st Ohio and 
•i field pieces, which forces have not fully 
crossed the river, leaving our force here 
1,200 men and 4 field pieces with the eeige 
guns. It has rained for about two weeks, 
the river is very high and the roads.muddy, 
consequently our forces are slow getting 
over here. Bnt if Van Dorn comes, we 
•will give him such a lively turn that he 
•will be g!ad to get away in double quick.

EDITORS GAZKTTE : — Although it is now 


two months since we pitched our tents on 
this campground, and are still here, I hope 
your readers will not think this army has 
been entirely idle all this time, because 
»uch is not tha case. When this arm 
camped here it was very much f&tigue< 
from the very unequal struggle through 
which it had passed. In the battle of Ston 
river it had lost more than one-fifth of its 
strength, had lost many of its best officers 
a large number of cannon, and after lh 
battle was short of ammunition, out of ra 
tions, in need of clotheB,';had a large num 
ber of wounded to take care of, the com 
munication with Nashville was being con 
stantly interrupted, hundreds of its wagon 
and teams were gone, a foiled but vastly 
superior foe was ia front fand the whole 
country was swarming with bushwhackers 
In these two mouths the railroad between 
here and Nashville has been put in runninj 
order, largeintrenchments have been thrown 
up to protect this place, stockades havi 
been erected to protect the railroad bridges 
new batteries have arrived in place of thos 
lost, the damaged guns and carriages hav 
been repaired, the worn out and killed caval 
ry horses have been replaced by good ones 
the wounded have all been taken care oi 
the loss in the battle has been made mor 
than good by reinforcements, and the rebe 
marauders have been, as the saying is 
wiped out. All the forage for miles arouui 
has been collected by as and either fed ou 
or stored ;up. There were many incompe 
tent officers in the army, and some othe 
defects in its machinery, bnt since we cam 
here it has been all overhauled and put in 
working trim. There was a great deal o 
deserting, but Gen. Boseerans has been 
able to put e stop to the moat of it, an 
hereafter all who desert and are caught wi 
be summarily dealt with. 


The army is now able to overcome th 


rebel force opposed to it and when it move 
again will sweep all before it. If the weath 
er will only be dray for a few days we wi! 
be able to take both Tallahoma and Chai 
tanooga, as well as to relieve eastern Ten 
nessee. 


The loyal men there are anxiously await 


ing our arrival, and hundreds of them hav 
already fled here to avoid the rebel barbar 
ities. These outcasts fromrebeldom relat 
facts about rebel cruelty which woald mak 
any man's blood boil with-rage. In Knot 
ville tbere are two companies of Cheroke 
Indians on patrol duty, and when the rebe 
conscripting officers go out after conscript 
one of thes» Indians goes along to hun 
down these fugitives. 
The rebel agent a 


Kuoxville gives them five dollars for ever 
loyal man's ears they bring him. I sup 
pose the northern butternuts say that is a 
right. 


We have to go so far after forage aoi 


that we are sure to .run on to some rebel 
every time we go out. 


We went out on the Shelbyville roa 


three days since and were gone two days 
the only rebels seen were some cavalry wh 
-wau'uiK T/n tii-g~Tje~5ari'on~ "roncTa , faw~ day 
since and was attacked, but the rebels wer 
soon repulsed. 


Van Dorn is prowling around in the v 


ciuity of Franklin and also of Harpel 
Shoals.- I suppose he would like to fin 
another Col. Murphy asleep, but I thin 
unless he is very careful he will be the lose 
in this game. 


John Morgan seems to have been on th 


decline in military glory since he took t 
himself a better half. A few days ago h 
lost about three hundred saddles, abou 
ninety men and a large quantity of cam 
equipage. There is not a day passes bn 
more or less of his desperadoes are brough 
in as prisoners. 


The sentiments announced by Gen. John 


son at Indianapolis on Washington's birth 
day, and by Gen. Roaecrans, in the lette 
he has written to the Ohio and Indiana le 
gislatures are heartily endorsed by the men 
in the army, 


The introduction of ovens into the arm 


has done away, principally, with the shee 
iron crackers. The presence of the pay 
master has driven away most all of the sou 
feelings in the men and much improved 
the condition of the army. What powe 
there is in greenbacks.

MY DEAB MOTHER : — It is with very sor 


rpwfnl feelings that I address 700. Day 
before yeoterday our brigade engaged the 
enemy, about seven milea from Franklin 
Our regiment marched .to the field with 
363 men, and but 202 returned to camp 
Out of 17 company and 4 field officers, bnt 
1 company aod 2 field oScera returned. 
Oaly fifty or seventy out of the brigade 
were killed, and the rest are prisoners, poor 
Clarence among the rest. He helped a 
bedly wounded man into a bouse, stayed 
with him, and is supposed to have been 
taken there. 
I suppose-.he could have es 


caped, had he tried, but a man of his no- 
ble principles never will desert a wounded 
comrade. 


I suppose, aa usual, the enlisted men 


will soon be paroled and exchanged, but 
according to Juff Davis' orders the officers 
will be retained. Not a commissioned of- 
ficer in the brigade was killed, and no offi- 
cers of our regiment badly wounded. Col. 
UUey and Adjt. Bones were among the 
jrisocers ; also Lieut. Kingman, who was 
ibrmerly in the 13th with me. Capt. Bent- 
iff returned to camp all right. Of the 
other regiment in our brigade, not a field 
officer escaped. 


Our company (E) and F were here 
uarding a bridge about twelve miles from 
be battle-field. For the benefit of the 
Viends of our company, it might be a good 
ilan . to publish this fact, if the 6'aihe has 
not already been done, 


The whole brigade, bath officers and men, 


fought splendidly, bat the odds against 
them were ten to one, or more. If I am 
rightly informed, it was ascertained the day 
before that the enemy were in large force. 
Ifotwithatanding all this, Qen. Gilbert or- 
dered our brigade tow advance, and when 
they were attacked by vastly superior num- 
bers, did not reinforce them. 


Horace Tompkins, who was acting ad- 


jutant at the time, was taken prisoner. 


We heard the firing on the day of the 


battle, and knowing that they were fighting 
I was discontented and grumbled because 
we were not there. 
But it was very fortu- 


nate that we were not, as we could do no 
good, and would only have been gobbled 
up. I think the foregoing statement quite 
reliable.

^j Capt. Miles' health ia better, and owing 
to this unfortunate battle, I don't think he 
can get home at present. 


I received yours of the 22d, a few days 


ago, and also one from father, but I post- 
poned it until I could write something reli- 
able abont.the battle.

FRIDAY, March 13. 


,SEN-ATE.—Senators Hopkins and Keogh 


last evening..discussed various resolutions. 


Senator Hopkins this morning from the 


committee.on that subject, reported the fol- 
lowing description for a state flag : " To be 
of dark blue silk with the arms of the state 
of Wisconsin painted, or embroidered in 
silk the obverse side, and the urms of the 
United States, as described in paragraph 
1435 of new army regulations, painted or 
embroidered in silk on.the reverse side.— 
The name of the regiment, -when used as a 
regimental flag, to be in a scroll beneath 
the state arms. . 
. .... 
" The size.of the regimental colors to be 


six feet six inches fly, and six feet deep on 
the pike. The length of the pike for said 
colors, including spear and ferule, to be 
nine feet and ten inches. 
The fringe yel 


low. cord and tassels blue aud white silk 
intermixed." 


Quite a number of bills were passed, but 


none of them of any general interest. 


ASSEMBLY.—Resolutions were offered to 


hold evening sessions on and after Monday 
next, and asking the judiciary committee 
to inquire whether the formation of secret 
political societies can be prohibited by law. 
A. resolution by Mr. Power of Ozaakee, 
asking the governor to report the quantity 
and character of arms now in the state ar- 
mory, <kc., was adopted. Also Mr. Puilen's 
resolution of thanks to Gen. Boseerans. 


Bills were intrrduced for issuing state 


bonds for war purposes ; to incorporate the 
bondholders of the western division of the 
La Crosse railroad ; concerning cost and 
fees ; and amending section 70 of chapter 
18, B. S. 


A majority of the select committee re- 


ported against the requast of tne democrat- 
ic clubs for a law prohibiting negroes from 
coming into the state. The irrepressible 
Jones brought in a minority report with 
bill for such prohibition. 


The governor sent iu a copy of a letter 


addressed by Col. Murphy, late of the Stb 
Wisconsin, to the President, defending his 
course in surrendering Holly Springs. 


Bills were passed to reorganize the Be- 


loit and Madiaon railroai company, and to 
amend the act of 1862 authorizing county 
supervisors to construct drains iu certain 
cases, also several local bills. 


There was a long contest ill ordering to 


a third reading the bill amending tae act 
of last year enabling the soldiers to vote at 
general elections^ so jksj;o_extend the pro- 
TEe democrats, under the lead of Sanborn, 
filibustered for an hour or ao on the bill, 
when the motion to order to a third read- 
ing prevailed.

, A terribly tragic affair occurred here, 
about five o'clock this morning, at the Co 
lumbus House. A man by the-name ol 
Rodgersy who was elected a member o 
congress from the Memphis district, but on 
some account was refused a seat, in a sud 
deu fit of insanity, as is supposed, com 
meuced an attack upon a lieutenant -while 
iu his bed. 
The landlord, hearing the dis 


turbo, ace, rushed in, when Rodgers attack- 
ed him with a knile, stabbing him in -a ter 
rible manner. The landlord's wife, hear 
ing her husband's, cries for help, came 
fanning in, and was immediately attackec 
by the madman, and gashed in a manner 
which renders her recovery' impossible 
During the affray, the lieutenant receive! 
a pistol shot, which, it ie feared, will provi 
mortal. The guard rushed in and firei 
upon the unfortunate man, who attemptec 
his work of murder upon them. He final 
ly'fell dead, being shot with five bullets 
and run through with two bayonets. The 
landlord, bis wife, and the lieutenant are 
now lying at the point of death; the two 
former, it is thought, cannot survive/the 
night.
